OKLAHOMA'S HULK, 
SUNK BY SENECA!) 


Derelict Destroyer Fires Fifteen 
_ Shots at Floating Forward 
Part of Wrecked Tanker. 


BRINGING IN THREE BODIES: 


Captain. and Seven Other Survivors 
Here from Boston—Criticise Man- 
uel Calvo for Sailing Away. 


Capt. J. T. Wilde, the commander 
of the United States revenue cutter ser- 
vice in this district, received a wireless 
last night from. Capt. C. Johnston of 
the derelict destroyer Seneca,. stating 
that he had sunk the floating forward 
part of the wrecked oil tank Oklahoma, 
which. broke in two on Sunday, and was 
bringing into port the bodies of three 
of the crew that were found in a life- 
boat. The Seneca is expected to reach 
Tompkinsville early this morning. 

The wreck was. found. by Capt. 
Johnston floating bottom upward fifteen 
miles southeast of Fenwick Island 
Light, and was -pierced with fifteen 
shots from the six-pounder guns carried 
on the Seneca before it sank-to the 
bottom. The Captain of the Seneca had 
to use the guns becapse it was im- 
practicable to use mine explosives. The 
hulk of the Oklahoma, according to 
Capt. Wilde, was the first steel derelict 
ever attacked by the Seneca, which was 
built as a derelict destroyer. 

Capt.. Johnston in his wireless message 
said that the hulk was sunk in 38.138 
N. Lat. and 74.45 W. Long. in 17 
fathoms of water. 

Coroner James L. Vail of Richmond 
has made arrangements to meet the 
Seneca at. Tompkinsville and. have the 
bodies of the three members of the 
Oklahoma’s crew transferred to the 
morgue, where the inquest will. be held. 

The after end of the Oklahoma sank 
not long after the. disaster. The death 
roll stands at . twenty-five. Thirteen 
men, including the Captain, were saved. 

In recognition of their bravery in 
rescuing the five members of the crew 
of the Oklahoma a dinner. will be given 
at the New York Press Club. to-morrow 
night to Capt. William Aspinall and his 
officers, R. H. Buck, John Sidney Will- 
iams, and T. B. Roterts, and Surgeon 
Bassett Kirby. 

Capt. Alfred Gunter and the. seven 
other men ‘taken off the Oklahoma by 
the Bavaria arrived: in thts city last 
night. from Boston. Capt Gunter said 
that he had not accused the Captain of 
‘the Manuel Calvo of cowardice. *

CHESTERTON JUDGE 
AT DICKENS TRIAL 


Shaw, Foreman of Jury, Creates 
‘Laughter in the “ Edwin 
Drood Murder Case.”

LONDON, Jan. 7.—“John Jasper, 
lay precentor of Cloisterham Cathe- 
dral in the’ County of ‘Kent,”: was in- 
dicted to-night in Kings Hall, Covent 
Garden; for the murder of’ his nephew, 
Bdwin -Drood. 

It was an effort on the ae of the 
Dickens -Fellowship, to elucidate tne 
mystery of Dickens’s unfinished book; 
“The Mystery of Edwin Drood.” 

The scene and costumes were of the 
period of the story, 1860. Even the 
witnesses were in correct costume. 

The Clerk of Afraigns, Walter Dex- 
ter, orderéa the burly warders to “ put 
up John Jasper.” G. K. Chesterton, 
in robes of ermine and flowing wig, 
was the Judge. The jury: was ‘com- 
posed of authors, with. G. Bernard 
Shaw as foreman. Jasper (Frederick 
T. Harry) listened: to the speeches and 
evidence with callous composure. 

Mr. Shaw was on his feet immedi- 
ately after counsel for the prosecution 
sat. down. “Do I understand,” he 
asked, “the learned gentleman to say 
he is going to call evidence?” 

“ Certainly,” replied counsel. 

Mr. Shaw retorted: “Then all I can 
say is that if the learned gentleman 
thinks the convictions of a British 
jury are going. to be influenced by 
evidence he little knows his func- 
tions.”. [Loud laughter.] 

The jury returned a verdict of “man- 
slaughter.” The result was received, 
as it was meant to be, with loud 
laughter. 


LONDON, ‘Thursday, Jan. 8.—The text 
of the verdict in the “trial of John 
Jasper" ‘last night for the murder of 
Edwin Drood, which ended at about 
midnight, was as follows:

BULLETS FLY IN 
CROWDED STREETS 


Twenty Shots Fired in ‘a Strike 
Battle That Covered Four 
East Side Blocks. 


Thirty striking garment workers bat- 
tled ,with an equal number of non-union 
Italian strikebreakers in front of. the 
clothing .factory of Wasserman & Co. 
at 140 "Greene Street about 6 o'clock 
last night, and the combatants covered 
four blocks.of crowded streets before 
they finislied.. More than twenty shots 
were fired. Women and girls ran 
shrieking into doorways or took refuge 
in. stores. . 

The battle terminated in front. of the 

store .of M. Gluck & Son, men’s out- 
fitters and haberdashers, 19 Cooper 
Square, at the corner of Fifth Street, 
where -the plate glass windows were 
shattered by. stray bullets. AS the re- 
sult of the- conflict seven Italians are 
prisoners in the Fifth Street Police 
Station, charged with felonious: assault 
and with violation of the Sullivan anti- 
wéapon law. 
- Two strikers are in Bellevue Hospital 
with bullet wounds, and two more had 
their scalps laid open by clabs and 
blackjacks... At least a dozen. other 
participants in the riot received minor 
injuries and were carried away by their 
friends. 

The. cause of the fight is due to the 
refusal of the D. A. Attardi & Corsali 
Company to’ recognize the Garment 
Workers’ Union.

The cancer department of the hos- 


pital admits only inoperable cases; 
that is, cases which Mave passed be- 
yong the aid of the surgeon. In 1912, 
from June to September, 24 such cases 
were admitted, and in the same time 
there. were 24 deaths, the mortality 
rate being 100 per cent. ‘From June 
to September, 1913, the number of 
cases admitted was 68. In that time 
86 deaths occurred: and the condition 
of 32 patients was.so favorable that 
they were discharged from the _ hos- 
pital, an unprecedented event. 

Most of these patients are now go- 
ing about their daily work. In one or 
two cases a recurrence has taken 
place, but Dr. Lazarus-Barlow hopes 
that with fuller knowledge of the ac- 
tion of radium recurrences will be 
prevented. 

Dr. Lazarus-Barlow said it was 
possible that in some present cases 
a sufficiently powerful dose of the 
remedy had not been given.

CANAL’S EARTHQUAKE PERIL 


Geographer’s. View—Pirrie Predicts 
Building of. Bigger Ships.

A TRIO OF VIRTUOSOS. 


Ysaye, Gerardy, and Godowsky Play 
Together in Chamber Music. 


According to the plain teachings of 
aritmetic, three virtuosos should be just 





in musical value in the concert hall as 
one virtuoso. it was a brilliant idea 
of the manager who directs the Amer- 
ican fortunes of Messrs. Ysaye, Gérardy, 
and Godowsky to bring them all at once 
before the public in a concert of cham- 
ber music in Carnegie Hall. This, how- 
ever, was leaving out of' account the 
bee that Carnegie Hail is no place fur 
chamber music, which needs the intima- 
cy of a smaller hall for the. delicate ef- 
fects of an art of order, and tne 
other fact that none of these three ar- 
tists is primarily a chamber music play- 
er, accustomed to subordinate himself 
to the others and to the general effect 
and balance of the whole. indispenswble 
to chamber music; nor. possessing the 
close familiarity with the others’ style 
necessary for the unified performance 
that chamber music in its highest es- 
tate calls for. 

Hence it was that the concert yoster- 
day afternoon in Carnegie Hall, in 
which these three distinguished piayers 
took part, was not so fine in all respects 
as the juxtaposition of their three names 
doubtless sugge to many. Mr. Ysaye 
had ge ged appeared in New York this 
season at recital of his own. Mr. 
Godowsky had played once at a Sunday 
night concert in the Metropolitan Opera 
House, with orchestra, having appcared 
here alone and with orchestra several 
times last season. Mr. Jean Gérargy 
made his re-entry into the musical ac- 
tivities of this city at this concert, after 
an absence .of..half a dozen years. He 
first came to New York as a boy player, 
some eighteen years ago, and the prom- 

ises of his Sawenie days have been made 
sto. as such promises not always are.

through fear of contracting the disease.

“Secretary of the Treasury McAdoo, by 
his comments and questions, emphasized

banks would also-hold part of the re- 
serves of the member banks and other 
deposits of banks, deposits of Govern- 
ment money, and would also have power 
to ‘draw ‘currency from the Federal Ke- 
gérve Board. -

the New York territory be so restricted 
that its Féderal reserve bank would have 


“only $10,000,000 or $12,000,000 capital,

The report of the National Highways 
‘| Protective Society on -grade . crossing 
accidents in the States of New York and 
New. Jersey in December was issued 
yesterday. . Eleven persons were killed. 
and ten. injured at highway railroad 
grade crossings. Six of those killed 
were on foot, three were riding in horse- 
drawn. vehicles,. and. two. were . boys 
coasting on a sled. In New Jersey six 
persons were killed, three on feet and 
three in wagons, 

In New York State 124 persons weré.

One of the great errors of modern 
thought. is the notion that a people 
can be made permanently prosperous 
by legisiation. Abuses may be reme- 
died; wrohgs may be righted by legis- 
lation. But the greatest right pos- 
Sesséd by a free people, and one with 
which legislation should not interfere, 
is that of pursuing without Govern- 
mental interference their individual 
‘fortunes.in a manner that preserves 
to each of the citizens that broad lib- 
erty of action within the law which 
does not infringe upon the rights of 
another. There is too much Govern- 
mental activity, and too general a 
notion that. difficulties and troubles 
essentially belonging to and insepa- 
rable from human nature .can be re- 
moved by legal enactments. 

With what thunders of applause a 
weary people would acclaim these 
sentiments if they were addressed to 
Congress by the Chief Magistrate of 
the nation. No Governor since TIL- 
DEN has proclaimed a sounder po- 
litical philosophy. But Gov.’ GLYNN 
is not primarily a philosopher, he is 
above all a faithful public servant 
giving close and intelligent attention 
to the business of the State Govern- 
ment. He shows that quality in his 
exposure of the monstrous absurdi- 
ties. of our sinking fund practice, 
under which we overtax the people to 
provide in ten years a fund sufficient 
to extinguish a debt forty years, be- 
fore its maturity. He refers to the 
“ mathematical error’? which caused 
contributions to be made in 1906, 1907, 
and 1908 to a sinking fund for 
$78,000,000 of bonds that were never 
issued. It is indeed time to turn 
from social and political legisiation 
to the practical matter of managing 
the State’s finances in some manner 
less characteristic of fools. The Gov- 
ernor proposes a plan for the read- 
justment of the sinking fund, which 
has been found acceptable by law- 
yers, bankers, and holders of securi- 
ties, and he urges its <a by the 
Legislature. 

One branch of the Legislature is in 
a chastened mood. The other has 
just been elected by a vote intended 
as a rebuke:to its predecessor and 
to the men of the party in control 
of its predecessor. The Speakership 
contest in the Assembly has ended in 
a way that ought not to divide the 
Republicans into warring factions. 
In the present temper of the people, 
the Senate and the Assembly will be 
disposed, we imagine, to co-operate 
with the Governor in executing the 
plans he proposes for saving the tax- 
payers’ money. It is not a question 
of what ought to be done, but what 
must be done. 








JOSEPH CHAMBERLAIN. 

The active career of JosEPH CHAM- 
BERLAIN closed some: eight years ago, 
and his present announcement that 
he will not stand again for the seat 
that he has held for nearly twoscore 
years has been for some time expect- 
ed. So far as,it has any political in- 
terest, it’ is in the indication that a 
general election is relatively near. In 
the meantime, the strength of the Op- 
position in thé Commons is not great 
enough té make the actual. retention 
of his seat important. 

The influence of Mr. CHAMBERLAIN 
has been deeply felt in the politics of 
the United Kingdom, and in widely 
differing directions: Probably it was 
most weighty, and certainly it was 
most intimate, when at the outset he 
represented the democratic. tendency 
in England, and introduced the methods 
of party management, the caucus and 
the organization.and the party disci- 
pline which are common enough in 
America, but were novel and suspect 
in his country. What he started in 
the interest of the Radicals has since 
been adopted in great degree by all 
parties, and has aided immensely in 
the democratization, or “‘ Americaniza- 
tion,” of British public life. The next 
most important field of Mr. CHAMBER- 
LAIN’s influence was in the withdrawal 
of the Liberal Unionists from the Lib- 
eral Party on the issue of Irish home 
rule, which undoubtedly deferred for 
a long time the realization of that 
policy and probably made it much 
more difficult than it would have been 
in GLADSTONE’s time. The third mat- 
ter in which his powerful energy and 
his astute political judgment had great 
effect was his introduction into .En- 
glish politics of the form of protec- 
tion known, curiously, as “ tariff re- 
form.” This has generally been re- 
garded by his critics as a marvel of 
audacious. demagogy. It was hoped 
by him that it would rescue his party 
from the desperate straits to which it 
was brought after the Boer war, but 
that hope has‘ been deeply disap- 
pointed. 

The withdrawal of the veteran poli- 
ticlan is made the occasion of many 
tributes from friends and foes to. his 
ability, his’ many amiable qualities, 
and his sincere patriotism. It is a fair 
inference that his merfiory will live in 
history rather for the sagacity and 
skill with which he prepared and made 
straight the ways of democracy than 
for the use he was able to make of the 
great influence he thus attained.

BANKING .WITHOUT NEW YORK 
BANKS.

Mr. McApoo says that 
cannot be done because if sufficient 
capital is allowed to New York for 
that purpose there will not be enough 
left for the seven other districts 
which the law commands to be 
created. Mr. McApoo said that the 
organizers want to get at the normal, 
not the abnormal course of trade, as 
though the’ predominance of New 
York were abnormal and a legislated 


equality between the districts would 


be normal. It was a man of busi- 
ness, not a New York banker, who 
answered Mr. McApoo on this point. 
Mr. BusH pointed out that bank 
clearings followed and. measured 
trade. New York’s bank clearings 
range upward from sixfold the next 
largest because the country’s busi- 
ness is. done here, particularly the 
country’s foreign ‘business. 
business is déne in New York because 
the railways and the steamships 
focus here. Banks, railways, and 
steamships are meshed cogs which 
make the business wheels go round, 
and it is proposed to make the course 
of business more normal by. throwing 
the banks out of gear with the rest 
of the machinery of business. 

In 1913 the foreign commerce of 
New York was $2,139,265,522 against 
$2,404,892,175 for the rest of the 
country. New York’s share was a 
trifle over 47 per cent. of the na- 
tion’s, against a trifle less than 47 
per cent. in 1912. Mr. McApoo pro- 
poses to deal with, that condition by 
legislating equality of banking re- 
sources. Will he also legislate equa!l- 
ity of other conditions of commerce, 
and, if that cannot be done, what 
will be done with the surplus of 
banking accommodations provided 
for districts where the commerce 
must be created, since it does not 
exist? The foreign exchange busi- 
ness of a single New York trust 
company was testified to as reach- 
ing $2,363,000,000. It is quite pos- 
sible that company may not join the 
Federal reserve system, and it is 
easy to imagine that the system is 
not necessary to it. Therefore it 
would be possible for that company, 
or any other in like situation, to ac- 
commodate itself to the placement of 
a Federal reserve bank in Boston. 
with a branch in New York, as Mr. 
MorGAN suggested with a fine touch 
of sarcasm. But that company 
would not transfer itself, nor its 
business, to Boston, nor could Boston 
do that business, for the simple rea- 
son that Boston has not the foreign 
mail facilities. On the other hand, 
New York’s mail facilities alone 
would not serve the foreign exchange 
business, as appears from the fact 
that Fishguard, Liverpool, and Queens- 
town are not rivals of London as a 
financial centre. To legislate abnor- 
mality and call that the normal course 
of business is to fly in the face of the 
facts, as well as the language of the 
law. 

It is easy to recall that in 1907, 
when the banks of the United States 
were in the same condition as those 
of Mexico now, and with less excuse, 
there was urgent need of gold, and 
foreign friends were ready to supply 
it, helping us for the sake of them- 
selves. But when they asked with 
whom they were dealing it was im- 
possible to make satisfactory reply. 
Neither the Treasury nor the Clear- 
ing House was a possible principal in 
a transaction in which the foreign 
banks wanted an equal for the party 
of the other part. The Treasury 
lacked the power, and the Clearing 
House is a mere voluntary associa- 
tion, without legal status. The gold 
was got by New York, and no other 
city could have got it. The object 
of the establishment of the Federal 
reserve system is to prevent the re- 
currence of such a shameful neces- 
sity. It certainly will make recur- 
rence less likely, but panics have 
happened everywhere, at all times. 
and under all systemms. Should there 
ever be another here, it is desirable 
that there should be in existence 
somewhere a single financial institu- 
tion which can deal on terms of 
equality with the world’s largest. 
Foreign standards of size are not a 
standard for the United States. This 
nation has rivals in population, and in 
commerce, and in wealth, but it has 
no rival in the combination of those 
factors of financial dimensions. Just 
as an army is composed of divi- 
sions, so it is proper that the Fed- 
eral system should be composed of 
rélated parts. In ordinary times that 
organization is admirable. But in 
extraordinary times there is need of 
a single mind and purpose, and no 
time for arranging co-operation. New 
York alone suppressed the panic, 
which, in its proportions, surpassed 
all its predecessors. It ‘would more 
easily deal with a greater necessity 
under the new system, if it wére or- 
ganized for that purpose. The prés- 
ent disposition of the organizers is 
to hobble New York, thinking to 
serve the country, and, it is to be 
feared, carrying the country with 
them in that opinion. It is a pity 
that the disposition of the organizers 
is even less favorable to New York 
than the law from which they derive 
their powers. Every dictate of pru- 
dence is that they shall make the 
early difficulties of the new depar- 
ture as small as possible, since they

ficial figures of ticket sales on the 
elevated railways and the subways 
show that Forty-second Street is the 
principal crosstown street in’ the city, 
measured by traffic originating there, 
and it is also the only one with two 
great traffic centres, Times Square 
and Grand Central Station. The traf- 
fic originating at Times Square alone 
was almost equal to the traffic orig- 
inating on all the five railway lines ‘n 
question at. Fifty-ninth Street. The 
total of the actual ticket sales at the 
several stations on Forty-second 
Street for the year ended June 30, 
1913, was 40,988,782, which is less 
than 2,000,000 short of the total sales 
of all the subway stations in Brook- 
lyh. ‘The sale of..tickets at Times 
Square alone for that year was over 
13,000,000.. To order the placing of 
subway stations in a manner to slight 
or inconvenience this enormous traf- 
fic would supply a parallel to the 
attempt to slight New York as a 
banking centre in the plans for es- 
tablishing a Federal Reserve Bank. 

Mr. McADoo argues that the demands 
of the traffic will require the mainte- 
nance of the through service from the 
upper west side to the lower east side 
over the present Interborough lines. 
“The total west side traffic from 
“Times Square to 242d Street inclu- 
“sive for the year ending June 30, 
“1913, amounted to 88,445,511 passen- 
“gers,” says Mr. McApoo. “A large 
“proportion of these passengers de- 
“ sire and will continue to desire each 
“day to reach the Grand Central Ter- 
“minal and business section about the 
“same or the business section between 
“the Grand Central Terminal and the 
“Brooklyn Bridge.” A large part of 
these passengers have established their 
places of business with regard to the 
subway facilities afforded by the pres- 
ent lines. It is Mr. McApoo’s opinion, 
therefore, that an adequate through 
service should be continued along the 
existing line, with the necessary shut- 
tle service for trarisfer between Broad- 
way and Forty-second Street and the 
Grand Central Station. 

Under one set of plans now under 
consideration this would be possible, 
yet without. putting the millions of 
passengers who take or leave trains 
at Times Square to the inconvenience 
of climbing long stairways. The cost 
of making the Times Square stations 
convenient, with mezzanine connec- 
tions between the two lines, over the 
cost of making them inconvenient and 
obstructive to travel would be a baga- 
telle. There is matter for the study 
and meditation of the Public Service 
Commission in Mr. McApDoo’s argu- 
ment.

Here is represent- 
ed the best that the makers of over a 
million Amerigan cars now régistered 
in the United States can do in their 
preparations to produce 350,000 more 
cars for the coming season. Thé total 
of these self-propelled vehicles in use 
before the year 1914 is ended will le 
one to every sixty-five men, women, 
and children in the country.. The in- 
creased use of motor cars is the visi- 
ble symbol of a change that is being 
wrought in the habits of this génera- 
tion that distinguishes it from every 
other in the world’s history. 

The aim of civilization is to bring 
the knowledge of the past into the 
present and to make near the things 
that are far, with the intent that minds 
may meet and the comforts of life in- 
crease. In this all-important work’the 
new means of transportation is vital. 
It has sent hundreds of thousands of 
people from the cities to live in the 
suburbs and in the open country. It 
has reduced the ‘traffic congestion in 
the streets and expedited haulage and 
delivery, not only for tradesmen and 
‘manufacturers, .but for farmers 
throughout the rural districts. It per- 
mits the housewife to shop at the big 
stores and do her daily marketing 
where supplies are cheapest. It en- 
ables the doctor to widen the radius 
of his ministrations and to arrive at 
beds of suffering before it is too late. 
In a thousand ways the motor car 
has entered into the texture of exist- 
ence, not of the rich alone, but of the 
great middle classes. , 

These changes have been wrought 
within the lifetime of young men and 
young women from whom the demand 
for motor car transportation is receiv- 
ing its impulses. In this State 133,- 
000 cars are registered, as compared 
with but 51,000 in 1911; in Illinois, 
with {ts 95,000 cars, the number has 
more than doubled within this period; 
in Indiana, with 62,000, it has nearly 
quintupled. As the -different styles of 
self-propelled vehicles have been 
brought to mechanical perfection, with 
ease and cértainty of control, their 
economy of cost has given them con- 
stantly widening markets.

The envious’ ones may find cansoja- 
tion in the thought that though what 
they consider the’ overpayment of, the 
Ford employés will seriously disturb re- 
lations with their own “ labor,” yet they 
are spared the fiercer competition that 
might have come to them had Mr. ‘orp, 
instead of giving to. one group of work- 
ers a big slice of the profits he thinks 
superabundant, cut down the profits 
themselves by again reducing the price 
of his cars, Apparently he couid have 
dohe that, and to no smal! extent, with- 
out lowering wages below, or even to, 
the eta ade rates for skilled mcchan- 
ics, 

To have done so would have been 
vastly to extend what may be called the 
radius of his generosity, for the number 
of possible buyers of automobiles in- 
creases in geometrical, not arithmetical, 
ratio to the decrease of their price. As 
it is, by keeping the profit on each car 
as high as Mr. Forp implicitly confesses 
it to be, he pressingly invites rivals into 
his own field, and so seriously threatens 
his own ability long to pay the wages 
he now offers. The public will see, a 
little clearer than he thinks, perhaps, 
that it, not he, is the real Paymaster, 
and whatever of general disapproval the 
economic: heterodoxy of his plan may 
excite will tend to dower the efficiency of 
the advertising mentioned above.

What a pity it is, from the practical 
point of view, that when each of two 
aviators decides that the world is too 
crowded with the other in it, they do not 
agree to risk their lives, not on the 
sterile ‘‘ field of: honor,’ but in attempt- 
ing some prodigious feat from the per- 
formance of which, if either survived, 
there would be a gain to the art of avia- 
tion. The two enemies, for instance, 
might start together over a hitherto un- 
traversed stretch of ocean, or on a soar- 
ing flight to. altitudes never before 
gained. 

We are not to be considtred as recom- 
mending either of these combats to these 
enemies, but either would be preferable 
to prodding at each other with swofds 
or shooting at each other with pistols. 
And if their hostility were really des- 
perate they might satisfy the eager 
longing felt in military circles to know 
what the outcome of a duel between two 
aviators high in air would be. Sugges- 
tions such as these, however, are ren- 
dered quite unjustifiable by the fact 
that the involved perils are vastly great- 
er than those of the modern European 
duel.

To be a useful partner in this ~ usiness, 
Gen. Vita will have to do more.than 
let the camera men get what they can;

All this might be expected to interfere 
with military operations conducted in 
theory for other purposes. 

No doubt the films thus secured would 
command the attention and the money 
of multitudes, but even the most morbid 
seeker for horrors might be shocked, 
if not by the sight of carnage, at least by 
the thought that it had been commercial- 
ized in this particularly cynical way.

To the Editor of The New York Times: 
A singular phenomenon was seen in Brook- 
|lyn on Saturday evening last, no. notice of 
which -has-.appeared’ in the public press. 
About midnight the sky in the west was 
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Leonardo da Vincl Painting Was 
‘First Offered to Duveen, Brothers. 
The cable announcement yesterday 
morning of the sale of a Leonardo da 
Vinci Madonna to the Czar of Russia 
has a very interesting story in its train. 
The picture, which has been known as 


the “ Bénois Madonna,” from’ the name 
of its recent owner, Mme. Bénois, was 


offered for sale to Messrs. Duveen 
Brothers under. circumstances which 
they are now willing to make public. 
In July of last year, after seeing a 
photograph of the painting and recog-. 
nizing ts extraordinary quality, they 
came. to the conclusion that it was 
something to be seriously considered, 
and put themselves in communication 
with Mme. Bénois in St. Petersburg. 
She had inherited the picture from her 
father, and desired to sell it in order 
that’ she might divide the proceeds 
among her four children. 

Living at Peterhof, she and her hus- 
band are closely connected with the 
Russian Court, he occupying the posi- 
tion of imperial architect. M. Bénois 
Petersburg 
also, which he uses in the exercise of 
his profession, and to this apartment the 
picture was brought for the inspection 
of the firm’s representatives: Although 
no doubt existed in the mind of the 
latter as to the importahce-of the beau- 
tiful little picture which bore all the 
characteristics of an early Leonardo, 
the price asked was. large, and it was 
arranged that Mme. Bénois should bring 
the picture to Paris, where all the part- 
ners might see it. 

Paris was charming, the negotiation 
was one of first importance, the ar- 
rangement was easily made. But not 
carried out. Mme. Bénois failed to keep 
her agreement. By this time the gen- 
tlemen concerned were keen to have the 
picture and St. Petersburg was again 
visited, with the result that Mme. Bénois 
in company th Mile. Bénois and the, 
lovely Madonna, also a representative of 
the firm of Duveen Brothers, went to 
Paris on the Lord Express. ; 

“Mme. Bénois 1s a bright, clever, 
plump little woman qnd speaks English 
perfectly,’ says the gentleman who ac- 
companied hér on this journey. 
daughter never said a word the whole 
of the journey from St. Petersburg to 
Paris, which takes something like fifty- 
two hours.” The next morning the pict- 
ure was shown to the partners at their 
establishment in the Place Vendome, 
and Mr. Berenson was summoned to add 
his favorable opinion to those of Dr.

Bé- 
nois’s decision that it should be offered 
to the Czar before it could be consid- 
ered the property of the firm. The firm 
paid an installment on the purchase 
price, and accepted the condition in 
lightness of heart. Many a time before 
they had come into a similar clash with 
national interests and had won their 
prize.

Marie Sucloff, daughter of a Russian 
peasant family, who escaped from the 
prison to which, as a revolutionist, she 
had been sentenced for life, is in this 
country. She stayed for a while at 
the Henry Street Settlement as a guest 
of Miss Lillian D. Wald. 

Miss Sucloff was a girl in her teens 
when some mildly critical letters of hers 
‘Were seized by the authorities, and she 

found guilty of being a “ political.” 

e penalty was Siberia, but she es- 
éAped a life of exile, for from the little 
Siberian settlement to which they con- 
signed her she ran away. It was a 
filght of 300 miles across a frozén wild- 
erhes§ in the rough carts of Siberian 
farmers, and in her arms she carried 
the child of an exiled couple. The’ 
flight was successful, but from the rev- 
olutionists’ headquarters in Paris she 
returned to Russia and there again ran 


foul of the vigilant authorities—this 
time to find her punishment life im- 
prisonment. 

For five years she knew solitary con- 
finement in a prison on the Mongolian 
frontier in Manchuria. It was when in 
1911 she. was removed to another prison 
to be operated on for appendicitis. that, 
weak as she was, her chance came. 
Two weeks after t the cheer she es- 

caped past the sentry, and after a suc- 
cession ‘of hardships reached Japan. . 

In the dark cell where she once spent 
five years, Mme. Catherine. Breshkov- 
skaya is now soot: and Marie 
loff is wondering if Se tk cannot 
move heaven and earth to pon those 
who have suffered and. will suffer as 
Mme.

With Kitty Mackay and her friend 
Mag Duncan rewriting the Bible to 
make *the way of grace easier, and 
Sandy McNab grieving that his lot in 
heaven would probably be cast with the 
goats, Catherine Chisholm Cushing’s 
play of Scotch life put ‘almost too much 
of a strain on waistcoat buttons in the 
Comedy Theatre last night. Indeed, in 
point of humorous dialogue, few recent 
plays have equaled this little piece. And 
while its story is slight it is shot through 
with such a vein of tenderness and in- 
troduces such delightful characters that 
the general result is entertainment of 
- aCe, bright and interesting 

ind. 

It has a sort of Cinderella beginning, 
with a kind of Little Buttercup ending, 
so you see Kitty first in rags and 
bruises, then in silks and satins, and ul- 
timately share her disappointment when 
the gay young Lieutenant sue has set 
her heart upon agrees to take his tacher's 
advice and not marry her. 

Kitty, you see, does not know that the 
young man has been made to beiileve 
that she is his own sister. so she can- 
not understand his willingness to part 
with her.

The first ot is‘rather halting, but a 
lot of smiles and tears are developed in 
the second and the tnird. 

Mrs. Cushing has_ been. particularly 
happy in reflecting the salient features 

cotch character with an amusing 
contempt for all things not Scotch ex- 
pressed in the speech of Kitty and her 
friend Mag.

The acting, too, is generally in the 
peeeant, attractive key of the play 
itself, Miss Molly .McIntyre making of 
Kitty. a pretty, lovable lass, with a 
quick spirit of fun and enough of syin- 
pathy to reach out and touch the heart, 
and Miss Margaret Nybloc, the rarest 
of matter-of-fact. outspoken Scotch 
girls; who knows ‘how to take care of 
herself in every situation. 

Henry Stephenson pave in his excel- 
lent authoritative style and with a touch 
of .appealing gentleness, and Eugene 
O’Brien, after a rather stodgy begin- 
ning, did splendily in the. more serious 
scenes. Much of the fun was pro- 

vided by Ernest Stallard’s capital por- 
trait of the mercenary Angus, and the 
other r6les were nicely handled. 

So, all in all, ‘‘ Kitty Mackay ” is one 
of the pleasant novelties of the season 
and should prosper.

By way of an aftermath to the move- 
ments which’ occurred on Tuesday in 
the stocks most directly affected by the 
proposed ‘Union Pacific distribution that 
Troad’s stock and the Baltimore & Ohio 
shares retraced yesterday a small part 
of the ground which they had traveled 
the day before. The news of the pre- 
vious day seemed to have lost tem- 
porarily, at least, its stimulating effect 
upon prices, and Union Pacific common 
sold off fractionally, while its preferred 
stotk.and both classes of Baltimore & 
Ohio made-small net gains. The fact 
seems to be that Wall Street for so long 
a time talked about a Union Pacific 
distgibution that it came to expect more 
than has beén realized. A large dis- 
tribution in cash might have appealed 


‘more to speculative sentiment than a 


distribution made in stock, but there 
can be very little doubt that the latter 
was the wiser form for the Union Pa-' 
cific to adopt if it resorted to any dis- 
tribution at all. 

Values cannot be created by mere 
distribution of assets already owned un- 
less they are thereby given some in- 
creased earning power. The Union 
Pacific’s position will be somewhat more 
logical after it has disposed of its Bal- 
timore’ & Ohio shares, but nowhere is 
it argued that the earning power of 
either property is materially affected 
by the transfer of ownership of this 
Baltimore & Ohio stock from the Union 
Pacific treasury to the individual 
Union Pacific stockholders. But if the 
stock market is disappointed in this 
Union Pacific episode it can only be 
because it expected more than it had a 
right to look for. This matter is at 
most, however, but a passing incident. 

The more fundamental matters which 
called for attention yesterday included 
further indications of the easing in 
money which as it develops further wil! 
pave the way for many favorable devel- 
opments in the future. It is generally 
expected that the Bank of England to- 
day will reduce its discount rate from 
the 5: per cént. level to which. it was 
advanced on October 2. The trend of 
our own market has been very definite- 
ly toward increased ease since the turn 
of the’ yédar’‘and the foreign markets 
are giving evidence that the same 
tendency is gaining strength abroad. A 
further rise in sterling exchange rates 
at this center may, in the light of the 
tendency revealed in the last monthly 
statement of this country’s foreign 
trade, mean something more than a 
mere adjustment, to changes in interest 
rates in this and in the European mar- 
kets: If, however, our current pay- 
ments to foreign eountries are increas- 
ing this fact must be considered in the 
light of the extraordinarily large credit 
trade balance which was -piled up dur- 
ing the last twelvemonth. 

The report of iron production in De- 
cember tallied very closely with ex- 
pectations based upon the conditions 
which prevailed at the outset of last 
month, but current production of. pig 
iron shows improvement over the aver- 
age for December. Furthermore, the 
Iron Age makes the emphatic statement 
that there is no gainsaying the spread 
of. a better sentiment in the iron and 
steel trades in the first week of the 
year. Consumers seem to be attempt- 
ing to make the most in the matter of 
prices of the recession which the trade 
has experienced, but requirements must 
have been accumulating and the trade 
organ already quoted says that January 


| buying is expected to turn the tide in un- 


filled orders, whith declined steadily 
throughdut ‘last year. Should this 
change establish definitely a new ten- 
dency in the iron and~steel trade it 
would not be surprising to see orders 
accumulate rapidly from those who as 
usual refrained from contracting for 
their requirements on a declining 
market.

It would be difficult to estimate the 
effect on corporation: management ofa 
concerted vote of proxies representing 
all, or the greater part, of stocks held 
on margined accounts by Stock BEx- 
change houses... When such a _ possi- 
bility was suggested at yesterday’s 
meeting of the Association of Partners 
in’ Stock Exchange Firms the assembled 
members realized that a decidedly new 
“departure for Wall Street was being 
proposed, It was seen that a great 
power for directing corporate affairs 
would, by this plan, be placed in the 
hands of the committee handling the 
proxies, and that the mere knowledge 
of this power standing ready to be used 
in meetings of stockholders would be a 
force to mold aright the activities of 
Directors.
